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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "nylon hasps" and 
the joint hooks must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure , 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
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description: 34 and 38, further the reference numeral 32 appears to be used to show 
two different parts in figure 1. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the 
description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing 
date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action.

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should 
include the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in 
upper case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the 
section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should follow the section heading:

(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) THE NAMES OF THE PARTIES TO A JOINT RESEARCH AGREEMENT. 

(e) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 
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(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(I) SEQUENCE LISTING (See MPEP § 2424 and 37 CFR 1 .821 -1 .825. A 
"Sequence Listing" is required on paper if the application discloses a 
nucleotide or amino acid sequence as defined in 37 CFR 1 .821 (a) and if 
the required "Sequence Listing" is not submitted as an electronic 
document on compact disc). 

A substitute specification excluding the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.125(a) because the specification is replete with grammatical errors, and terms that are 
not known in the art, such as "nylon hasp", jump ring, joint hook and trumpet which 
appears to mean speaker. While the applicant can act as their own lexicographer, the 
terms must be clear and clearly defined. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute 
specification must be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the 
immediate prior version of the specification of record. The text of any added subject 
matter must be shown by underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter 
must be shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed before and after 
the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive 
characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being placed 
within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An accompanying 
clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
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contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the 
specification of record is not considered a change that must be shown. 

A substitute specification in proper idiomatic English and in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.52(a) and (b) is required. The substitute specification filed must be accompanied 
by a statement that it contains no new matter. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-7 are objected to because of the following informalities: the claims 
contain numerous grammatical errors, for example in claim 2 the section reading "... 
and upon placing the player in the soft bag, the display windows is mounted so that 
screen is located in said display window." is unclear and requires revision. This is not an 
exhaustive list of the errors in the claims. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 3 and 4 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 3 
recites "comprising: a main body is an open topped soft bag..." this is unclear. It is also 
unclear what is meant by "a pressing strip", and in claim 4 a pressure strip. It is also 
unclear as to what is meant by "nylon hasps". For the purposes of examination the 
pressing strip was meant to be a flap on the top of the bag and the nylon hasps 
referenced hook and loop fasteners, as this is what was meant to the best of the 
examiner's understanding of the claimed invention. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 3,6, and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: the 
claims reference a "soft circular transverse strap". The straps disclosed were not seen 
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as circular, but able to be wrapped around a circular object, the straps themselves being 
rectangular. For the purpose of examination the straps were assumed to be flexible 
straps for wrapping around something, as this is what was meant to the best of the 
examiner's understanding of the claimed invention. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention, the travel video disk player was not viewed as a part 

of the claimed invention, but rather as a part of an intended use statement An 

apparatus for mounting a travel video disk player) which is given little patentable weight 

in that the device must be capable of performing the intended use, further since the 

travel video disk player is not positively claimed, it can not be used to impart specific 

structure on the device, such as the shape of the bag and window. This rejection could 

be overcome by either amending the claims to define the various aspects of the 

apparatus with intended use statements relating to the player, or by positively claiming 

the combination of the support and the player. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
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regards as the invention. Claim 7 recites the limitation "the two jump rings" in line 6. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following rejections are based on the examiner's best understanding of the 
invention and on any claim interpretations listed above. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,2 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Meritt(US006092705). Referring to figures 3 and 4, Meritt disclose a support for a travel 
video player(16) comprising a soft bag(2 see C1 L38-41) with an open top and an open 
display window. In regards to claim 8, Meritt discloses a method of mounting a video 
disk player comprising the steps of providing the soft bag mentioned above, with 
adjustable straps(25 C6 L43-45) for securing to a seat(see figure 4), securing the bag to 
a seat and inserting the video player. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 3,4,5,6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Meritt as applied to claim 1 above. Referring to figure 3, Meritt discloses a flap 

extending upwards from the rear of the bag with a strip of hook and loop fasteners that 

correspond to a strip on the front of the bag. It would have been obvious to one of 

ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to reverse the orientation of the flap and 

have it extend from the front to the back as a matter of obvious design choice, as this 

would not affect the functionality of the device. In regards to claim 5 the bag has 

openings, generally 39 in figure 8, for the controls of the video disk player. In regards to 

claims 6 and 7, Meritt discloses the use of a buckle and strap to attach the soft bag, 

however Meritt discloses a second soft bag(1) with rings(29) on the upper and lower 

edges of the sides of the bag for attaching to hooks(28) on length adjustable straps, to 

be used to secure the bag to a vehicle seat(see figure 5). It would have been obvious to 
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one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to replace the strap on the first soft 
bag with the rings and straps of the second bag, as a matter of obvious design choice, 
as they are obvious functional equivalents.
